They who have eyfis and see not, 


How many of these visit the Historical 
Society's rooms? Contrast brings out 
color. 
After a long spell of lainy 


weather, -durlnif which the Society s 
sacred halls afforded shelter to scores 
of strangers whose deepest impression 
of Newjwrt appeared to bo their delu- 
sion with regard to its being a "dry 
town," a trulv appreciative party came 
to look over the building. The head of 
the fimily, a man of exceeding knowl- 
edge in Ihe practical walks of life, 
showed from the first moment of his 
introduction the keenest interest in 
everything he saw; and never had his 
guido experienced greater pleasure or 
satisfaction in performing the duties of 
showmin. 
Let us liken i ur collections 


to a sea of treasures, nnd present this 
rare visitor as a discoverer, for he' 
brought to 
liglii' objects that had 


through long years mmmiud unnoticed. 
A walking stick that is also a llulc, in- 
terested him exceedingly. After put- 
ting the venerable support of age to its 
customary use he reversed it, and if all 
the surrounding antiques had indulged 
in nn impromptu one-step, it would not 
have seemed altogether inexcusable on 
their part, so seductive were the sweet 
sounds that floated and reverberated 
through the exhibition hall. It would 
not stretch a generous imagination to 
the breaking point to picture a Newport 
Pan playing on his favorite pipe. We 
have all observed how crooked are the 
legs of this ancient deity, and can read- 
ily believe that a good stout cane was 
quite as necessary to the smooth con- 
duct of his business as his familiar flute. 


Who knows but that the immortal 


piper derived much of the geniality 
of his disposition from the discovery of 
this happy combination. 


Our perspicacious guest was intro- 


duced, of course, to the sanctum sancto- 
rum, 
the vault in which repose the ven- 


erable manuscripts of whose possession 
we are so justly proud. He remarked 
upon the admirable arrangement of 
these records and letters, and we gave 
him to read some of those delightful 
creations in pen and ink that recall the 
days of Newport's greatest, prosperity 
—the days before the Revolution. What 
charming visions do not these old letters 
conjure up, especially to those who love 
the seven seas and delight in the tales 
of those who went down to them in 
ships an hundred and fifty years ago! 
Here is a dignified merchant—can you 
not see him in his long-tailed black coat 
and stiff starched stock, sitting at his 
great desk, quill in hand? In his ledg- 
ers are inscribed the names of the Wan- 
tons, 
Champlins, 
Richardsons 
and 


Coggeshalls, names inseparably con- 
nected with Newport's early history. 
Listen how he begins his letter to one 
of the shipmasters who help to wind the 
silken chain of commerce round the 
world and incidentally to swell the 
credit balances in his name at the'vari- |. 
ous banks which he honors with his 
confidence: 
I 


"Your ship being now fully pro-: 
visioned and ready for sea, you will 
embrace the first fair wind, 
" 


Think of this, oh my fair readers I

Washington, U, C., Sept. 20, 1913. 
Last Bulletin gave forecasts of warm 


waves to cross continent September zl 
to 25 and 27 to 31, reaching meridian 'JO 
near September 23 and 2y. 
Storm 


waves nbout one day later and cool 
waves about two days later. 


Next warm wave will roach Vancou- 


ver about October 2 and temperatures 
will rise on all the Pacific slope. 
It will 


cross crest of Kockies by close of Octo- 
'ber 3, plains sections 4, meridian UO, 
great lakes, middle Gulf States and 
Ohio-Tennessee valleys 5, eastern sec- 
tions li, reaching vicinity of Newfound- 
land about October 7. Storm wave will 
follow nbout one day behind warm wave 
and cool wave about one day behind 
storm wave. 


These disturbers of our atmosphere 


will control weather of this continent 
from September 21 to October 7. Tem- 
perature trend will be upward till new 
September 29 and then downward. 
Storms will be feeble and rain tali as a 
general whole of the continent below 
normal. 


October will come in as a playful kit- 


ten and go out as a hideous beast. 
Weather from first of August to Octo- 
ber 10 will have averaged unusually 
quiet. 
The seventy days, beginning 


with October 11, will contain a variety 
of weather extremes. 
Precipitation- 


and intensity of the storms will increase 
largely. 


Location of precipitation is not ex- 


pected to change much till beginning of 
December. 
About that time crop- 


weather will change east of Rockies, 
one-fourth to one-third of the country, 
for five or six months following, be- 
coming drouthy and balance of it will 
get increased precipitation. For 1920 
two-thirds of'the continent east of 
Rockies is expected to produce above 
normal crops and one-third will get 
short crops. 


Severity, or intensity of storms lia-s 


very much to.do with precipitation. 
Severe storms means increased precipi- 
tation. These Bulletins do not pretend 
to give perfect forecasts, but they are 
better guides than the average guesser, 
therefore the safest method is to make 
them your guide. 
They will miss it 


sometimes, but not as often as your 
guesses will be in error. 


I warn you to be on guard for dan- 


gerous storms during the week center- 
ing on October 26, November 24 and 
December 22. It will pay you to put 
all your outdoor affairs in good condi- 
tion for ver:y bad weather during those 
three weeks.- 


It required many years to convince 


scientists that the Moon and Sun con- 
trol our ocean tides and that the Moon's 
effect in raising the tides is nbout dou- 
ble that of the Sun; also thnt when the 
Moon goes south the high tides, on that 
side of the Earth nearest the Moon, go 
south, and on the opposite side of the 
Earth they go north. That means that 
the Moon's force that controls the tides 
either passes straight through 
the 


Sarth or around it and converges on 
he opposite side.

scientific facts and in order to correct 
their forecasts of the tides the comput-

;he effects of Venus on the Moon be- 
cause the Moon is pulled out of its 
otherwise natural place by Venus.

He can'nssumo no position 
ulileh the courts would uphold except 
what the i>eo|)le have, by the authority 
of tlie law, vested in'him.

LICE INJURIOUS TO TURKEYS 


Common Body Loust of Chickens Is 


Often Found In Sufficient Num- 


bers to Be Harmful. 


(Prepared by (he Untied Slatea Dopart- 


ir.«nt of Afrlcullurc.) - 


Kour species of Itco arc commonly 


found on turkeys In this country. One 
of these, which occurs particularly on 
turkeys associated with chickens, Is 
the common body louse of chickens. 
This species Is not found In great 
numbers on turkeys, but it sometimes 
becomes sufficiently abundant to cause 
considerable Irritation and doubtless 
Is Injurious both to the grown fowls 
nnd to the young. The shaft louse of 
chickens also has tveen found on tur- 
keys, but probably does not breed on 
that host. 
The other two species 


seem to be native to the turkey, prob- 
ably existing on this fowl In tho wild 
state. The large turkey louso prob- 
ably is most abundant. It occurs on 
the feathers on varlous_parts of the' 
body, especially on the 
neck nnd 


breast. The blender turkey louso Is 
a species'of fioofl size, though rather 
elongate, resembling 
In slmpe the 


head louse of chickens. 
Normally 


neither of these species Is excessively 
abundant, but on crippled or unthrifty 
turkeys they may cause serious annoy-/ 
arice and undoubtedly they nro Injuri- 
ous to poults.

Is an enormous preventable loss In 
quality nnd value between the produc- 
er and the consumer. 
It has been j 


conservatively estimated that this loss i 
amounts nnnually to $70,000,000 In 
poultry nnd 5^5,000,000 In eggs. While 
this loss falls upon all who handle 
poultry and eggs It is borne chiefly by 
the producers and the consumers. The 
prodncers' loss, caused bj a decrease 
in price, nndcr present conditions rep- 
resents that due to spoilage or poor 
quality. The consumers' loss Is due 
to a curtailed supply because of the 
pounds of poultry nnd dozens of eggs 
that are either of poor quality or a 
total loss; hence the consumer hag to 
pay a higher price for that portion 
which finally reaches him.

number, give the name and address of (lie subscriber to the Toll Opera- 
tor and tell her you will talk with ANYONE there. 


This is the simplest form of toll call and carries the lowest rate.. There will be no 


charge for it unless connection is established with the TELEPHONE of the subscriber 
wanted. 
In most cases, this form of toll call will be found satisfactory and will save 


about 25 per cent, as compared with the person-to-person rate. It is particularly ad- 
vantageous for evening and night calls, because the half-rate and quarter-rate for such ' 
calls apply when this form of call is made. 


The station-to-station rate is commuted on the basis of o cents for each six nrles, 


up to 24 miles, and 5 cents for each eight miles beyond that distance; air line meas- 
urements.' .

Person-to-Person Calls 


Where it is absolutely necessary that you speak to some partic- 


ular person, tell the Toil Operator so 


The operator will endeavor to establish direct communication with the person 


wanted. If the cal] is completed it will be charged at the personto-person rate. If the 
person wanted cannot be reached at his telephone address, the operator will so report 
and if the order is then cancelled, there 'will be a report charge for the service renderd, 
usually about one-fourth the station-to-station rate. If the caller desires, the operator 
will continue her efforts to locate the particular person at any one toll centre during 
the same day with but one report charge. If communication is finally established the 
same day'on which the call was filed, the charge will be the regular person-to-person 
rate and there will be'no report charge. The person-to person rate is charged for all 
collect calls.

Person-to-pei-son calls require greater operating effort and therefore are charged 


for at a rate about 25 per cent: higher than the station-to-station rate. The minimum 
charge is 15 cents.
